On tho 13th day of July, 1787, the 
Congress of the United States organ­ 
ized its first territory and named it 
“The Territory Northwest of the Ohio 
Riv er.” 
Mr, Win. M. Noss has pub­ 
lished a little book , “The Story of a 
Hundred Years,” tracing tho territorial 
growth of this country from that dak » 
to the present time. 
The domain of 
the United States at that time embraced 
all tho territory east of the Mississippi 
Riv er, except Florida, and was 820,680 
sq uare miles in extent. 
In 1803 the 
United States Gov ernment, by the pay­ 
ment of $15,000,000, 
secured from 
France her prov ince of Louisiana. This 
prov ince included what is now Louis­ 
iana, Ark ansas, Missouri, Iowa, Minne­ 
sota, Dak ota, the larger part of Mon­ 
tana, tho largor part of Wyoming, part 
of Colorado, Nebrask a, and tlio Indian 
Territory, and was 930,928 sq uare miles 
in extent, or more than 10 ),000 sq uare 
miles larger than tho original domain 
of the country. 
In tho year 1820 the 
gov ernment paid $5,000,000 to Spain 
for the Florida« , tak ing in a territory 
of 59,720 sq uare miles in oxtent. 
In 
1846 tho territory of Oregon was added, 
tak ing in 220,425 sq uare miles. In 1848 
the gov ernment paid $15,000,000 for 
what is now the Stato of California, 
Nev ada, Utah, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Texas, and tho western part of Colo­ 
rado. 
In 1853 an additional strip of 
laud was purchased for $10,000,000, 
these two purchases adding a territory 
of 934,260 sq uare miles to tlio United 
States. 
In 1867 Alask a was purchased 
from Russia for tho sum of $7,200,000, 
this adding 577,390 sq uare miles more. 
In a hundred years the territory of the 
United States lias been increased bv 
purchase and annexation by 2,752,723 
sq uare miles, at a cost, not counting the 
expense of war, of $52,200,000. 


Timo n o f Athens. 
Timon, one of tho lords of amcient 
Athens, lielonged to one of the oldest 
und most respectable families of the 
town, his father before him hav ing been 
in the flour and feed business. 
Being 
the possessor of a princely fortune his 
liberality k now' no limits.* He was not 
a man, o n pick ing a fly out of the sugar 
1 n>w'1 , to 
brush his legs o ff so as not to 
lose a nj particles o f sugar that might 
ad her* to them. 
No t o nly tho 
po o r tasted of his 
bo unty , W t bank ers, railroad magnates, 
a nd ev en journalists did not disdain to 
ra nk themselv es among his dependents 
a nd follow#*1» . 
Ho was not one of those 
aristocrats who giv e tone to society but 
nev er giv e anything else. 
When ho 
was told tha t his health was giv ing 
away he nev er objected. Ho was always 
willing to pa rt with anything, ev en his 
own health, so liberal was Timon. 
If a pootipould not get the offspring 
of his muse inserted in any of the local 
papers ev en by paying for it at adv er­ 
tising rates, he would dedicate it to 
Timon, and then borrow a hundred and 
fifty dollars of him, although the repu­ 
tation of the poet for paying debts W'as 
such that Timon might hav e k nown 
that he nev er gav e back anything. 
Judge Timon’s house was infested 
with idle v isitors, lying poets, painters, 
shark ing tradesmen, lords, ladies, needy 
courtiers, and expectants raining their 
fulsome flatteries in his cars. 
It nev er 
occurred to him that fulsome com pli- 
luents are called soft soap because there 
is so much lie in them. 
Timon swal­ 
lowed flattery as a baby does buttons, 
without any idea of tho trouble that 
may follow. 
And when Timon was feasting in the 
midst of all theso flatterers and mock 
friends, whefi they were eating him up 
and draining his fortune dry with large 
draughts of the richest wines drunk to 
his health ami prosperity, ho could not 
perceiv e the difference between a friend 
and a flatterer. 
It nev er occurred to 
him that his so-called friends flattered 
him in ordejujo latigh at him. 
In v ain didliis honest book -k eeper, a 
German named Herr Fishangel, warn 
hi m that his riches, which w'ere not in­ 
finite, must needs melt away beforo a 
prodigality which k now no limits. 
Timon would tell him to go soak his 
lo ad, or turp tho discourse to some­ 
thing else with a merry laugh, then 
seud him out with a growler for some 
more beer, utterly regardless of ex­ 
pense. 
At last tho crisis came. 
Timon had 
completely exhausted 
tho appropri­ 
ation, but he told Fishangel to go out 
and collect some of the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars which ho had lent 
liis friends. 
In a shgrt time Fishangel 
returned with the ceiling of his pants 
worn off by the friction of tho feet of 
Timon’s friends. Ono friend said he was 
so weak he couldn’t stand alone—of $5. 
Another replied that he nev er used 
money to pay debts with. 
After that 
Timou’s house was lonely as a store that 
don’t adv ertise. 
Disgusted with all mank ind, Timon 
betook himself to the woods, wishing 
that the w alls of Athens might fall upon 
the people, and that all the plagues 
which infest humanity might fasten 
upon the inhabitants. 
Timon ev en re­ 
fused to wear clothes in his solitude, 
and allowed his hair and beard to grow 
out. 
He refuted sev eral offers from 
dime museums to pose as a wild man 
from Borneo. 
He was disgusted with 
the entire human race. 
Ho swore that 
he would get ev en with the Athenians 
some fine day. 
Shortly afterward, the clerk of the 
Athens Waterwork s Co. was much an­ 
noyed by the complaints of the patrons. 
They k ick ed about a peculiar taste in 
tli© water, anil refused to pay their 
bills. 
The Board of Health had the 
w ater examined, and v arious microbes 
with long Latin a lia ses were unearthed. 
At last the water was allowed to mak e 
its escape from the reserv oir, and the 
Athenians were shock ed to find the 
body of their former fellow-citizen, 
Mr. Timon. — Texa s S iftin g s.

Diamond Hines. 
How did the South African diamonds 
ov er get there? How much deeper are 
we going down? Are diamonds going 
to bo found in as large q uanties as at 
present? 
There are v arious theories as to how' 
these mines hav e been formed, but all 
agree in attributing them to v olcanic 
action. 
They are funnel-shaped, the 
sides of tho funnel being composed of a 
dense igneous rock , k nown in miners’ 
parlance as “roes.” It is of a soapy 
nature, easily acted upon by the atmos­ 
phere, conseq uently most dangerous, as 
large pieces, in some instances weigh­ 
ing hundreds of tons, yet detached. 
I here are no means of sljoring it up, 
and without warning these enorru » us 
slices will slide oil into the work ing 
portion of the mine, burying the claims 
and sometimes k illing the employes- 
Ihe whole of this funnel is filled with 
this “blue” ground, tho reef sloping at 
v arious angles, but on an av erage of 
one in fifteen. 
The theory is, that in 
time the sides of the reef will meet at 
some great depth, supposed by some to 
be 1,000 feet, by others more; and that 
then we shall arriv e at the apertun* 
forming the bottom of the funnel. 
\\ lietlier that hole will again expand 
into a further cav ity, is, of course, mat­ 
ter of speculation. * It should be re­ 
membered that the diamonds were not 
formed Where they are now found. 
The hot li mid containing the dia­ 
monds Was forced bv some groat cata­ 
clysm of nature through the solid earth, 
the bulging in of the sides of the mines 
being v ery soft and shaly, showing 
where the rock was not sufficiently hard 
to resist the enormous pressure. 
Now 
it has been observ ed that in Kimberley 
there must hav e been ten distinct up­ 
heav als', in Dutoitspan, twenty-fiv e; in 
Bultfonteiu, three or fiv e; and in Do

recorded, while out of 1,000 healthy 
j 
men aged 65 more than 500 of them j 
will be aliv e in fiv e, aye, in ten years, j 
or ev en a longer time. 
So it will be 
seen that a man of 65 may be consid- ; 
ered younger than an infant as far as j 
his chances of future life are con­ 
cerned. 
Mine. Candelaria, although 99 years 
old, is not only in full possession, but 
also tho enjoyment, of ail her faculties. 
She mov es about her little house in 
Laredo street, San Antonio, as bright 
and as busy as a bee. 
She is held v ery 
dear by her townspeople on account of 
her romantic and heroic bearing during 
the siege of the Alamo in 1837 by the 
Mexicans, under Santa Anna. * She 
nursed the wounded, and saw one and 
all of the noble defenders of the Alamo 
die.

Secretary Fairchild olfcrs to prepay 
interest with ft rebate, and to buy bonds it 
offered low enough; but the men who have 
Ixmds are not the men who need money in a 
pinch. 
Only $4,500,000 interest payable to 
banks on bonds held is certain to bo drawn, 
unless the rebate is hereafter abandoned, and 
whether banks or permanent investors will 
sell bonds at acceptable terms is uncertain. 
The order, in short, affects momentary confi­ 
dence more than tho actual supply of money.

J am ehtow n, N. Y m Aug. 0.-—The death of 
P a n low W arsley, the “ Union Spy of tho She­ 
nandoah,” which occurred at hi« home in 
Foster Brook Wednesday, at tho age of U 
years, ends a career of exceptional interest. 
Beginning life as a fancy goods merchant 
in Massachusetts, at the opening of the wai 
of the rebellion ho raisod a company of the 
Fourteenth Massachusetts H eavy artillery. 
IIo was soon afterward employed by Maj. Gen, 
B. F. Butler in tho name of the United States 
to go into the British provinces to look into the 
system of blockade-running then in vogue. 
He was successful in this mission, for Maj. 
Gen. C. C. Augur, in his report of Aug. 25, 
1805, says that it was through the instru­ 
mentality of W arsley that the extensive sys­ 
tem of blockade-running from Baltimore and 
W ashington was broken up. 
A fter return­ 
ing from this trip W arsley went out as a spy 
upon Mosby, under orders from Gen Augur, 
though not until h e had returned to Boston 
and married Helen Isabelle Francis, who sur­ 
vives him. 
Accompanied by his young wife \V arsloy 
set out ostensibly 
upon 
a peddling trip 
through Virginia. 
His real object was soon 
suspected by Mosby, and a spy was placed 
upon his track. 
The spy was a handsome

THE DASHING VOLUNTEER. 


She Huns A w ay F ro m th e O ther D ig Slo o ps 
in th e Gold Cu p Race. 
Newport , Ik I., Au g. G.—The yacht race 
for the Goelet cu p was sailed Friday, and 
was principally notable as the first trial for a 
prize of the now ‘‘single-stick er” Volu nteer, 
the yacht bu ilt to defend tho America cu p 
against tho {Scotch yacht Ihistlo, now on its 
way across the Atlantic. 
Tho cou rse sailed 
was a triangu lar one of forty miles, and gave 
opjjortu nity to observe the work with the 
wind in three different directions in relation 
to the cou rses of the yachts. 
First there was 
a long beat to windward of nineteen miles, 
then a ru n before the wind of lou r and one- 
half miles, and last a reach oí seventeen 
miles. 
There were twenty-one yachts in the race, 
inclu ding 
the Sachem, Titania, Bedou in, 
Stranger, G ru cie, and tho five big sloops 
Volu nteer, Mayflower, Pu ritan, Atlantic and 
Priscilla. 
The chief interest in the race was, 
of cou rse, tho condu ct of the now sloop Vol­ 
u nteer, and she fu lly ju stified the expecta­ 
tions of her owner and designer. 
The yachts all got off at 10:15, the Pu ritan 
crossing the line first and holding the lead u n 
til tho first tu rn in the cou rse at tho Sow and 
Pigs, when tho Volu nteer passed to tiio front 
and got a big lead, which sho held to the 
finish, and, indeed, increased. Tho Volu n­ 
teer was one of the last over the line, and 
she crossed at tho finish eight minu tes 42 
seconds ahead of the Mayflower. 
The w ind was goo i du ring the vvholo race, 
so that there was one point in which American 
vachts have always excelled—-that of drifting 
with a light wind—in which the race did not 
give a test of tho Volu nteer’s capacity.

every other point her performance was highly 
gratifying and gave evidence that the Thistle 
will have to “stir her stu mps” if she carries 
the America cu p back with her next mo nth.

six reservations where allotment« are to be 
made u nder this law, bu t in many instances 
the necessary su rveys have not been made by 
the general land office.

Balfou r said the government wou ld accpt a 
work able proposal for dealing with arrears, 
provided that debts to landlords shou ld be’ 
held a .3 sacred as those du e to shopk eepers and 
others. 
Harcou rt u rged tho government to accept 
the proposal of the Parnellitesto give the 
cou rts power to diminish arrears. 
Gladstone said that he .cou ld not admit that 
the ju stice was parallel between arrears tc 
landlords and debt« to other creditors. 
1 he 
bill was of great valu e, bu t the government’ 
refu sal of a reasonable concession of arrears 
wou ld tend to destroy its benefits. 
Smith contended that Gladstone was u rg 
ing the government to give away money be­ 
longing to others. 
If tenants were to be in­ 
cited to violate their contracts and ignore 
claims that w ere held os valid throu ghou t the 
civilized wo rld, trade and commerce in Ire­ 
land wo uld cease to exist. 
Parnell regretted that the go vernment had 
determined no t to deal with the qu estion o f 
arrears, which he said was the only qu estion 
likely to interfere with the settlement con­ 
templated by the bill 
Dillon’s motion was rejected by a vote of 
180 to 219, and Balfou r’s motion was ac­ 
cepted by the same vote. 
A section was added to the bill extending 
the tern* of payment of arrears instalments 
to the land commission. 
Tho hou se then resu med the report stage of 
the bill, and rejected Shaw-Lefevre’s proposal 
for provisional rovision of rants in order to 
prevent a block in the bu siness of the land 
cou rt.

no room can be oocnpie 1, ov en for an 
h our at a time, with out sp ecial p recau­ 
tions being taken against attack by ex ­ 
p losiv es or oth erwise. 
It is nev er 
known in wh at bedroom th e Czar will 
sleep . 
Frequently , after being an h our 
in one bedroom, lie ch anges to anotlior, 
and h e generally sleep s in a p art of th e 
p alaco, an attic, or ev en a c liar, where 
h o is least likely to bo looked for. It 
migh t be th ough t th at th o Emp eror*» 
driv ing in th e op en street was a p roof 
of h is courage, but th is is not so. 
Th e 
danger th ere is no greater th an it is in 
h is study , guarded th ough lie be in­ 
doors as well as out of doors by trip le 
rows of bay onets. 
Nih ilism is, in fact,

With the march of civilization I 
notice'that it is safer for a man to attend 
a theater than in the early days of the 
wild and woolly West, 
iim e has made 


j it easier for one to go to the opera and 
bring his daylights homo with him than 
it used to be. 
It seems but a few short years since 
my room-mate came home one night 
with a long red furrow plowed along 
the top of his head, where some gentle­ 
man at tho theater had shot him by 
mistake. 
My room-mate said that a 
tall man had objected to tbe pianist and 
suggested that lie was playing pianissimo 
when bo should have played fortissimo, 
and trouble grew out of this which had 
ended in the death of the pianist and 
tho injury of several disinterested spec­ 
tators. 
And yet the excitement of knowing 
that you might bo killed at any moment 
made the theater more attractive, and 
instead of scaring men away it rather 
induced patronage. 
Of course it pre­ 
vented the ladies who were at all timid, 
but it did not causo any falling off in 
tho receipts. 
Some thought it added a 
good deal, especially where the show 
itself didn’t have much blood in it. 
The Bella Union was a pretty fair 
sample of the theater in those days. 
It 
was a low, wooden structure, with a per­ 
petual band on the outside, that played 
gay and festive circus tunes early and 
often. 
Inside you could poison your 
soul at the bar.and see the show at one 
and the sa m fprieo of admission. 
In an 
adjoining room silent men joined tho 
hosts of faroiind the timid tenderfoot 
gamboled o’ex flio green. 
I visited this place of amusement one 
evening in the capacity of a reporter. 
_ The 
program * was 
quite 
varied. 
Negro minstrelsy, sleight-of-hand, opera 
bouffe, high tragedy,” and that oriental 
style of quadrille called the kltan-khnn, 
if my sluggish memory be not at fault, 
formed the principal attractions of tho 
evening. 
At about 10:30 or 11 o'clock the klian- 
klian was produced upon the stage. 
In 
the midst of it a ta ll man rose up at tho 
back of the hall, and came firmly down 
the aisle with a large, earnest revolver 
in his right hand. 
Hu was a powerfully 
built man, with a dyed mustache and 
wicked eye on each side of his thin, red 
nose. 
He threw up the revolver with a 
little click that sounded very loud to 
me, for he had stopped right behind mo 
and rested his left hand on my shoulder 
as he gazed over tho stage* 
I could 
distinctly hear his breath come and go, 
for it was a very loud breath, with the 
odor of_ onions and emigrant whisky 
upon it. 
The orchestra paused in the middle oi 
a snort, and the man whose duty it was te 
swallowthe clarinet pulled seven or eight 
inches of tho instrument out of his face 
and looked wildly around. 
The gentle­ 
man who had been agitating tho feelings 
of the bass viol laid it down on the sido, 
crawled iu behind it, and spread a sheet 
of music over his head. 
The stage manager camo forward to 
tho footlights and inquired what was 
wanted. 
The tall man with the sell- 
cocking credentials answered simply: 
“ By Dasliety Blank to Blank Blank 
aud back again, I want ray w ife!” 
The manager stepped back into tho 
wings for a moment, and when lie camo 
forward he also had a large musical in­ 
strument stick as Mr. Remington used 
to mftfe*4>efore he went into the type­ 
writer business. 
I can still remember 
how large the hole in the barrel looked 
to me, and how Ijwislied that I had gone 
to the meeting of the Literary Club that 
evening, as T had at first intended to do.

Hrnting nnd Ventila ting . 
W arm and pure nir are equally as im­ 
portant factors in our lives as good food, 
aud although even the hast civilized of 
peoplo havo managed by somo means 
to keep their dwellings warm, it was 
not until comparatively recent times 
that any attention wa» given to sy stem­ 
atic heating and perfect ventilation. 
I ho »1 welling, as a means of protection 
against the weather, may be regrvrdCu 
to some ex tent As an enlarged garment, 
and indeed the diilerenee between a 
loose mantle ami the tent of a nomad is 
not very great, 
Iu order to add to the 
comfort w hich any shelter provides, man 
has sought from the earliest timos to ob­ 
tain some adequate method of heating 
liés domicile. His efforts in this direction 
were for a long period confined to build­ 
ing a fire of wood upon the naked earth. 
In the oldest dw ellings of which we have 
any knowledge the fire was made upon 
a hearth of atone, as tho ruins of the 
lake dwellings show. 
Tlion in the day s 
of the anciont Hebrews and Egy ptians 
a rudo fire apparatus was in use, which 
served after s fashion tho purposes of 
their factories and foundries. 
Still 
stoves and chimney s and grates were 
not know’ii until centuries later, for not 
until the beginning of the middle ages 
did the “smoke catcher** of the ancients 
give placo to something better. 
Char­ 
coal was the ordinary fuel, and turf was 
also usod, tho evidence of which lias 
been found at Pompeii and at other ex­ 
humed places. 
The first mention of 
hard coal is made in A. 1). 300, for at 
that time history tells us of a combusti­ 
ble material which tho smiths of Grceoo 
employ ed for their firea. 
Not until the 
twelveth century , howover, was tho 
chimney in general use throughout 
Europe. 
According to Tomlinson and 
Turner, in their work of heating and 
ventilation in England, clown to the 
time of \Y illiam tho Conqueror, the in­ 
habitants dwelt iu straw-thatched huts 
partitioned into two rooms, in order 
that near the family of the master the 
servants might be sheltered. In the 
front and principal room was 
a mam­ 
moth common hearth, over which in the 
roof was a little tower to make a dratigh 
that should carry off the smoke. 
Long 
after this came a primitive sort of flue, 
which developed later into the old-fash­ 
ioned chimney -corner of our far-off 
grandfathers, whoso enormous capacity 
embraced a whole family and supplied 
them with cheering warmth. 
And this 
kind of fireplace and chimney con­ 
tinued in vogue, with no improvement 
in its technical construction, until the 
latter part of the last century , when two 
Americans, Benjamin Franklin 
and 
Count Kuni ford, began to busy them­ 
selves 
with the 
heating question. 
1* ranivlin separated tho fireplace from 
the chimney and led the draugli after a 
short ascent downward again, in order 
that it might pass through a pipe be­ 
neath the lloor, and again through the 
chimney into the outer air. 
This sort 
of stove has alway s been called tho 
“Franklin or Pennsy lvania stove.” lium- 
ford allowed the characteristic peculiari­ 
ties of the fireplace to remain, but 
brought it furthor forward into the 
room, narrow’ing tho chimney at tho 
height 
of 
the 
fireplace opening 
to 
so small a size that 
only 
a 
slender flue was left to carry off the 
smoke. 
Then dampers were invented 
and other improvements made, until 
open fireplaces of the present day are 
well adapted to tho purjHjse for which 
they are designed, so far as good ven­ 
tilation is concerned, although tlieir 
heating capacity is very small, because 
the hot air for the most part escapes 
through the chimney . 
Therefore, for 
cold weather, as every body knows, the 
open fireplace is not adapted. 
It ia apt 
to warm one*sido of the body only , while 
the » ¡ther side freezes If only somo 
arrangement could be devised whereby 
this objection might be overcome and 
the imperfections of tho grate fire be 
rectified, how much it would be pre­ 
ferred by every body for its free, bright 
Haines,, which shed a fitful und magical 
light throughout the room, rendering it 
more “livable” and suffusing it with a 
poetic charm while their fantastic play 
is observed. 
But until that time comes 
and fuel is far cheaper those who would 
like grate fires must fain contenfildiéln- 
selves with stoves, that are jpore prac­ 
tical, if less poetic.— New Y o rk Co m 
mercia l Ad vertiser.

A Large City . 
If any one were to walk ono way 
through all the streets of London, ho 
would be obliged to go a distance of 
two thousand six hundred miles, or as 
far as it is across the American conti­ 
nent from Now York to Han Francisco. 
This will give an idea of what wouhi 
have to bo dono in order to see even tho 
greater part of Loudon. 
Iu our approach to this city , as well 
as in our rambles through its streets, 
we shall not be struck so much by its 
splendid and imposing appearance as 
by its immensity . 
Go where we mar, 
there seems to be no end to the town. 
It is fourteen miles one way , and eight 
miles the other, ami contains a popula­ 
tion of nearly four million people, 
which is greater, indeed* than that of 
Switzerland or the kingdom of Den­ 
mark and Greece combined. 
We are 
•old qn good authority that there are 
>nere Scotchmen in London than in 
Edinburg, more Irishmen than in Dub­ 
lin, and more Jews than in Palestine, 
with foreigners from all parts of the 
world, including a great number of 
Americans. 
Yet there are so many En­ 
glishmen in London, that ono is not 
likely to notice the presence of theso 
people of other nations. 
This vast body of citizens, some so 
rich that they never can count their 
money , and some so poor that they 
never have any to count, eat every y ear 
four hundred thousand oxen, one* and 
a 
half million 
sheep, 
eight million 
chickens and game birds, not to speak 
of calves, bogs, and different kinds of 
lisb. 
They consume five hundred mil­ 
lion oy sters, which, although it seems 
like a large number, would only give, 
if equally divided among all the people, 
one oy ster every third day to each per­ 
son. 
There aro three hundred thou­ 
sand servants in London, enough peo­ 
ple to make a large city ; but as this 
gives only one servant to each dozen 
citizens, it is quite evident that a great 
many of the people must wait on them­ 
selves. 
Things are very unequally 
divided in London; and I have no doubt 
that instead of there being one servant 
to twelve persons, some of the rich 
lords and la lies have twelvo sorvunts 
apiece.— F ra n k I t S to rk to n .

CORSETS AND CONSUMPTION. 


A R adical D ifference In M ale and F e­ 
m ale B reathing—Curious Conclusion. 
The mechanism o f breathing may Ix* 
effected by two separate and distinct 
so rts o f nerves and muscles. 
The upj>er 
po rtio n o f tho bo dy, including the ril» s 
and tho rax generally, may expand, and 
thereby draw air into the lungs. 
Thin is 
termed co stal 
breathing, literally rib 
breatlung. 
On the o ther hand, the mus­ 
cles o f the alxlo men may co me into play, 
and by depressing the diaphragm, may 
thus incre;Lso the cheat cavity. 
In this 
type, termed abdo minal o r diaphragmatic 
breathing, tlie muscles o f the upper part 
o f the Ixxly remain inactive. 
Bo erhaavo , 
m 1744, o bserved a radical difference in 
male and female breathing. 
Tho mas­ 
culine type is abdo minal, tlm female is 
co stal. 
On these pro mises Dr. Tho mas J . Mays, 
o f Philadelphia, lias ho sed an interesting 
investigatio n. 
It appears highly pro ba­ 
ble that the reaso n o f the co stal breath­ 
ing o f wo men is that they co mpress the 
diaphragmatic regio n with co rsets, so an 
to suppress all but co stal breathing, and 
so as to develo p the latter highly. 
Dr. 
Mays subjected a number o f Indian 
wo men to examinatio n. 
lie used a mo d­ 
ificatio n o f Paul Bert's pneumo graph. 
By this apparatus a trace indicative o f 
the extent o f chest and o f abdo minal 
mo vement was pro duced so as to sho w 
in graphic fo rm the relative pro po rtio ns 
o f the two types o f breathing in thtyamc 
subject. 
The result was that he ro und 
the majo rity o f Indian wo men to breathe 
almo st entirely 
with the diaphragm. 
Their pneumo graph tracings co rrespbnd- 
ed clo sely with tho se o f white men. 
As 
the Indian wo men do no t wear co rsets, 
this investigatio n tended to pro ve that 
co rsets were the cause o f co stal breath­ 
ing. 
The mo st curio us co nclusio n, ho wever, 
is the p-os. ible influence o f co rsets o n 
co nsumptio n. 
Admitting that they are 
the cause o f co stal breatlung, and accept­ 
ing the theo ry that co stal breathing is a 
co rrective o f co nsumptio n, a plea fo r 
these articles o f attire i$ at o nce estab­ 
lished as preventives o f the dreaded mal­ 
ady. 
The po ssibility o f this benefit is 
increased by the co nsideratio n that men 
are, o n the who le, mo re subject to it 
than wo men, and that Indians seem 
peculiarly its subjects. 
Yet the case is 
far fro m pro ved, and it wo uld be rash to 
co nsider the co rset side o f the questio n 
as pro ved. 
Admitting even that co rsets 
diminish 
co nsumptio n, 
the 
acco unt 
against them, when used injudicio usly, 
must be regarded as far fro m balanced 
by any go o d o f this so rt that may be 
attributed to them.—Scientific American.

spaces are o ne o f the best features o f Lo n­ 
do n. 
Even the gardens which are no t 
o pen to the public are o f value merely o s 
lungs, witho ut which the great smo ky 
city co uld hardly suppo rt life, and the re­ 
cent plan o f lieautifying and o pening to 
tho public Tho o ld and disuse« 1 grave­ 
yards—instead o f cutting them up into 
building lo ts, as we do here—has pro ved 
o f great utility.—Philadelphia Times.
